GERMAN RAILWAYS. : 


RLECTRIC v. STEAM. LOCOMOTION. 


The schemes which have been-suggested for 
the introduction of electric traction on certain 
main tines of railway in Germany do not in any 
way deter the State Railway authorities from 
endeovourin- to. obtain improved results from 
the use of express. steam locomotives, In 


‘particular thé proposed high-speed electric 


railways as, for instance, that contemplated 
between Berlin and Hamburg—do not appear 
to ‘make any progress, as, apart from the 
enormous expenditure which would have to be 
incurred in the construction and equipment of 
the tine, the Prussian Railway Minister is im- 
presied by the (erhnical difficulties which 
would have to be overcome in order to, bring 
the scheme toa successful issue. The official 
idea seems to be, says the “Engineer,” that 
considerable obstacles would’ have to be 
surmounted In ‘ave'ding points and tevel 
crossings as far as possible and in obtaining 
curver of a wide. radius, together with the 
question of sidings and the securing of the 
working conductor from the contingency of 
accidents . An entirely new electric. railway ta 
competition with the existing steam Sine would 


not receive the sanction of the Government, }'- ° 


while the conversion ‘of the latter line to 
elecitic traction would not be. undertaken’ by 
the promoter without a State’ guarantee, As 
there {s little likelihood, judglog from the 
presont attitude of the Railway Minister of a

It was anly the other day that Earl Roberts 
in secking to instil a love. for rifle-shooting 
among young Englishmen recalled the fact 
that in the old days proficiency with the bow, 


and arrow was deemed a sive gua non in the" 


education of a young gentleman. “The 
Last of the Barons” opens with 2 descrip- 
tion of a. bow and arrow contest ; and Scott 
in “Old Mortality,” if we remember rightly, 
has not disdained to -catch the attention of 
his readers nt the very outset by using the 
scene of a wappinschaw as his background. 
Of late years the bow and arrow has been 
relegated to the limbo ,of the past in 
western countries at any rate. Although 
there is still an aristocratic corps in Edin- 
burgh which is described as the Archers, and 
on: parade. flourishes’ the sold-time imple- 
ments of warfare with zest and hauteur. 
Earl Roberts referred to the bow and arrow 
as an illustration of what he should: wish to 
see to-day ; in other words, the youth of the

A PROFITABLE. UNDERTAKING. 


Mr F. D. Cheshire, as acting American 
Consul General at Canton, has sent home a. 
short account of the Canton-Hankow rdilway 
-in the course of which he states that the Sam- 
abui branch af the Canton-Hankow Railway 
now in Operation, consists of io miles of double 
track between Shekwaitong and Fatshan and 
Samshui, which practically makes 40 miles of 
line operated by the company, Trains com- 
menced running over the extension fram Fat- 

. shan through to Samshui on September: 26, 
1904, with a daily average patronage for the 
month of October in and out of Sainshui of 238 
passengers, which increased in the month of 
December to 854. - . : 

He notes that the railway is very little used 
to carry merchandise, although quite ‘large 
amounts of fresh vexetables, fruit, ete. are 
beginning to be carried aver it, The company 

“has made no effort to pet regular freight, and 
does not run freight trains. What little freight 
is carried is more in the nature of express mat: 
ter, and is carried. in the baggage car on the 
main trains, The number of passengers car- 
tied in each car in December, 1904, averaged 
63.9920, and the ratio of expenses to earnings 
. for the month wos 49.13 per cent, 

Thert can be no doubt that during the past 
sixmonths the number of passengers carried 
has greatly increased, while the ratio of ex- 
penses to earnings must bé even more satisfac- 
tory, When the native merchant realises the 

* jmmense benefit to. be derived by using the 
line in conjunction ‘with the West River 
steamers the management will be umply com- 
pensated for the efforts at present being made 
to study the requirements of the travetling 
public.
